stopped out beforo ho hoard a pistol shot,
and on returning found Mr. Bishop lying
on the floor in a pool of blood, with a bullethole back of tho right oar, and tlho
pistol, which wis kept in the office, a

short dldstance from him. Mr. Slgler
at oneo summoned a physician, but' the
wounded man lived less than an hour,
never regaining consciousness.

Mr. Bitfhop was Buffering from nervousprostration, duo to overwork in the
management of his extensive business.
He returned only a few days ago from
Florida, where ho was accompanied by
his wife for his health, but was not benefitted.Ills family were planning anothertrip for him. There was nothing
in his manner or conduct to indicate that
he Intended to commit suicide. After enteringthe olllce with Mr. Slgler, he sat
down on tho corner of the table. Mr.
Slgler offered him a chair, which he very
composedly declined, saying he was perfectlycomfortable.

Mr. Bishop was about fifty-five years
old, und was a native of Klngwood, Prestoncounty, from which place he came
here when a very young man, as a storekeeperat tho Hannls distillery. Later heengagedIn the wholesale grocery and
grain business with II.
